NEW RULES IN EFFECT HERE 


Wheat Flour Can Be Sold Only With 
a Stipulated Amount of Sub- 
| stitutes. 

All the new food regulations for a 
30 per cent reduction in the use of 
wheat products and for an additional 
wheatiess day and meatiess meals are 
effective in St. Louis, beginning to- 
day, it was Anndéunced by W. F. Gep- 
hart, chairman of the United States 
Food Administration Committee of 
St. Louis. 

Retailers are required to sell wheat 
flovr’‘only with a 25 per cent pur- 
chase of wheat substitutes, so that 
if the customer buys 10 pounds of 
flour, he must also take 24 pounds 
of oats, rice flour, corn meal or 
some other wheat substitute. 

This regulation is in effect until 
Feb. 15, when the percentages of 
substitutes probably will be raised 
to 50 per cent. Wholesalers must 


sell wheat flour to retailers only with 


an equal amount of other cereals. 
Bakers must use 5 per cent of wheat 
substitutes in everything baked, be- 
ginning today, and this percentage 
will be increased wéekly until it 
reaches 20 per cent on Feb. 24. 

Chairman Gephart said that th 
F-ureau of Chemistry of the Depart- 
men: of Agriculture will inspect all 
bakeries in St. Louls, wholesale and 
retail, beginning within the next 10 
days, to learn how the bakers are 
observing the food administration 
rules.

“There were severe artillery ac- 
tions in the region of Four de Paris 
and Hartmannsweiler-Kopf. In Up 
per Alsace French detachments, aft- 
er brief artillery preparation, pene- 
trated deeply the German positions 
southeast of Sepoy le Haut.

A, P, MACAULEY SUES FOR 
$750,000 FOR FALSE ARREST 


Mine Operator Who ho Was Arrested | 
Here and Mistaken for “Christ- 
mas Keough,” a Forger, Files 
Actions in New York. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 29.—Actions ag- 
gregating $750,000 for false arrest 
were filed here yesterday by Alex- 
ander P, Macauley, Canadian mine 
operator, who was arrested last year 
on an indictment charging forgery 
and eventually was released on evi- 
dence that he was not “Christmas 
Keough,” for whom he was mis- 
taken. Theodore B. Starr, Inc., jew- 
elers, are sued for $500,000 and 
Brooks Bros., Inc., for $250,000. 

Macauley was arrested in St. Louis 
and extradited to New York, where 
several persons asserted he was 
“Christmas Keough,” a forger with 
an international reputation. He was 
on his way from Canada to St. Louis 
when the forgeries complained of 
were committeed. 

“My client spent more than $30,- 
000 to clear himself,”’ said his attor- 
ney. “‘He became ill and while he 
was in a hosiptal similar forgeries 
were committed. He thereupon was 
exonerated and released, the author- 
ities realizing he was not “Christmas 
Keough.”’ On motion of District At- 
torney Swann, Oct. 9 last, the indict- 
ments against him were dismissed,” 


FLOUR ORDER NOT IN EFFECT 
IN MISSOURI UNTIL FEB, 15 


Freight Congestion to Cause Delay in 
Obtaining Substitutes for Wheat, 
Says Mumford. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., Jan. 29 (By A. 
P.).—The new food regulation gov- 
erning the sale of wheat flour will 
not go into effect in Missouri until 


Feb. 15, 15 days after its enforce- 
ment in most states, according to 
Dean F. B. Mumford, State Food 
Administrator. 

The postponement, he announced, 
was due to freight congestion in the 
State and the difficulty of obtaining 
a sufficient amount of substitute 
cereals immediately for the house- 
wives who will be required to pur- 
chase a pound of some other cereal 
for every pound of wheat flour they 
buy. 

Until Feb..15 the required portion 
will be 75 per cent of wheat flour and 
25 per cent of other cereals.

Baker positively. ‘It has been a very 
great advantage to France.” 
Secretary Baker then produced a 
telegram from Major-General Bliss, 
chief of staff, when the War Council 
was abroad, reciting the unanimous 
agreement of the inter-allied mili- 
tary representatives for American 
forces to secure artillery from En- 
giand and France for all American 
forcessent abroad this year, and as 
long thereafter as possible. 
Gen. Bliss’ report, as read by Sec- 
retary Baker, in part follows: 
“It was agreed by representatives 
of Great Britain and France that 
their production of ordnance is now 
established on so large a scale that 
they are able to equip all American 
troops arriving in 1918 with ordnance 
of the best types. It is recommended 
that they be supplied in 1918 and as 
long afterwards as is found conveni- 
ent from British and French gun 
factories. 

Not a Burden on France. 
“T have seen in the newspapers,” 
Baker continued, “that this is put- 
ting a burden on France. I say to 
you, gentlemen, that Marshal Joffre 
and his associates, Gen. Bridges and 
all his associates of Great Britaia 
and, in fact, all persons of commis- 
sions that have come to this country 
with any knowledge of conditions, 
all bring me the confidence and posi- 
tive assurance that we are not only 
not taking from England and France 
the things that they need, but are 
helping their industrial processes and 
saving tonnage and making proper 
co-ordinated military efforts with 
our allies.” 
Statistics of manufacture in this 


country of artillery were given by 
Secretary Baker, some publicly and 
some to the committee in confi- 
dence. He said, for example, that 
the first three-inch anti-aircraft gu 
was delivered this month and that its 
production was “rising steadily” to 
an estimate of 300 per month maxi- 
mum, 

“So,” he said, in recapitulating, “ 
think it is fair to say (and if there 
is a possibility that I am wrong I 
want it called to my attention) that 
the American Army in France, large 
as it is, and the American Army to 
be sent there, large as that is, are 
and will be provided with artillery of 
the type they want as rapidly as they 
ean use it, and that our own stream 
of manufacture to supplement this is 
in process, with delivery of pieces 
rising steadily.” 

Referring to a letter from Capt. 
Tardieu to Gen. Crozier, dated Dec 
21 last, Mr. Baker read the state- 
ment that the output of big guns in 
France did not become adequate un- 
til 1916. 

Compared With Britain. 

Capt. Tardieu expressed the belief 
that the United States would make 
faster progress than had his own 
country. 

The total of British munition con- 
tracts placed in the United States 
over a period of three years, Secre- 
tary Baker then showed, was over 
$1,000,000,000, while the United 
States had placed greater orders in 
the same market during a period of 
seven months. 

“Tt is fair to assume,” he said, in 
comparing the figures, “that Great 
Britain was getting at least the ma- 
jor part of what we could produce. 
When we came into the field we 
found it in part pre-empted by our 
allies. Our necessity was to intrude 
our program without displac- 
ing that of our allies. The Ordnance 
Bureau has averaged 20 contracts a 
day since we went into the war.” 

Senator Frelinghuysen said he un- 
derstood the shell-making capacity 
of the country had dropped 75 per 
cent after the United States entered 
the war, the War Department hav- 
ing permitted plants to go out of 
business and be dismantled. 

Complaints Investigated. 

Secretary Baker said he had no 
information on that point, but would 
obtain it for the committee. He sug- 
gested that plants built and owned 
by the British Government might! 


have been dismantled and shipped to 
England. 

Senator Sutherland said a negro 
preacher had told him that his son 
at Camp Meade, Md., liad been sup- 
plied with cast-off clothing of white 
soldiers and no woolen undercloth- 
ing. Secretary Baker said he would 
investigate, but declared there was 
no discrimination in the treatment of 
white and negro troops. 

Secretary Baker said the idea had 
gotten abroad that the American 
army uniform is part shoddy. He de- 
clared it is all wool and that shoddy 
is put only in overcoats and blankets. 

“When we went into the war.” he 
said, ‘the standard of the army unli- 
form was 75 per cent wool and 25 
per cent cotton.”’ 

“But that was changed and now 
every yard is of virgin wool, with a 
large increase in its strength,” Baker 
said. 

Senator Frelinghuysen called Bak- 
er’s attention to testimony before the 
committee from Col. Lindsley, quar- 
termaster’s inspector at Philadelphia, 
that a contract for uniform cloth 
containing shoddy had been let, 

“Whether heavier cloth ought to 
be obtained has not been  deter- 
mined,’”’ he said. Gen. Pershing has 
appointed experts to investigate and 
a report is to be made before Feb. 1. 

“T want to make one further ob- 
servation,’ Secretary Baker contin- 
ued taking up army food. “I think 
it is not unfair for me to say that in 
the provision of food, no army ever 
assembled anywhere was ever fed as 
ably, as well, as nutritiously and as 
appetizingly as this army. While 
there have been complaints about 
other things, I think it is the unan- 
imous testimony that the food has 
been of the highest quality, with no 
suggestion of defect in its quantity or 
preparation, and that generally the 
food proposition has been carried out 
with the most extraordinary suc- 
cess.”’ 

Takes Up Camp Sites. 


Sites for the camps and canton- 
ments were next taken up by Baker. 
He detailed the war college’s' study 
of the subject and its recommenda- 
tions that departmental commanders 
be required to select camps in their 
respective jurisdictions with regard 
to healthfulness, freedom from over- 
flow or climatic conditions interrupt- 
ing training and other desirable and 
nondesirable considerations. 

‘The principal places where camps 


were selected were in the Southeast- 


ern, Central and Southern Depart- 
ments,” Secretary Baker continued, 
stating that Major-General Wood, 
senior Major-General of the army, 
was then in charge of the Southeast- 
ern Department. 

Praising Gen. Wood's experience 

and qualifications to select sites, Sec- 
retary Baker referred to the fact 
that the General had been a medical 
officer and also “originated the 
training camp idea, carrying it to a 
demonstrated success at Plattsburg.”’ 
Gen. Wood, he added, was “recog- 
nized by common consent in the 
army as the most capable to select 
camp sites and inaugurate a training 
eamp system.” 
/ In every instarice, Baker said, the 
boards, including medical officers, 
had recommended the selected site 
and that the Surgeon-General] had 
been notified when the final selection 
was made. 

In only one case—Camp ‘Zachary 
Taylor, at Louisville—was there a 
question, and Surgeon-General Gor- 
gas sent an expert sanitarian, who 
approved it. 

Surgeon-Gencral Consulted. 

“I am not raising any question 
with the Surgeon-General,” Baker 
said, after pointing out that it had 
been suggested that the sites had not 
‘been referred to that officer, “‘but I 
vatit it perfectly understood that his 
department was consulted and its ad- 
vice followed.” 

As to plans for the cantonment 
buildings, the Secretary said, Dr. 
Gorgas had approved the original 
plans and construction on the build- 
ings was well advanced when a com- 
mittee of the American Medical As- 
sociation urged that the air space per 
man be increased to 50 cubic feet. 
After a conference with Secretary 
Baker and Surgeon-General Gorgas 
in the former's office, at which the 
committee was present, this was 
done. 

The committee, Baker said, agreed 
that it would be unwise to _ stop 
building, and the course adopted 
was to add to the number of barrack 
buildings and redyce the number of 
men assigned to each. 

In only one instance, at Camp De.- 
vens, Mass., he said, had the 50-foot 
rule been exceeded. 

Speaking of camp conditions, Bak- 
er said: 

“The fact is that most of our sick- 


ness, contrary to expectations, has 


occurred at the camps” (in contra- 
distincticn to cantonments). On a 
basis of eight men to each tent, there 
was tentage enough on Sept. 23 at 
Camp Bowie to house 26,098 men, 
the Secretary told tho committec. At 
that time, however, there were only 
17,000 men there. Testimony previ- 
ously presented to the committee 
had tended to show there was great 
overcrowding there and much sick- 
ness as a result. 


“What exactly happened,” Baker 
said, “was that we gathered men in 
uniform who had come from sparse- 
ly settled parts of the country and 
they were not accustomed to com- 
munity living. They were attacked 
with measles, of which one of the or- 
dinary results is pneumonia.” 

The Secretary said that illness at 
that camp was perhaps caused by 
too many men being housed in one 
tent, together with a shortage of 
clothing. 


The Secretary said that when he 
heard of the two letters read by Sen- 
ator Chamberlain concerning bad 
treatment of sick soldiers he imme- 
diately asked Chamberlain for all the 
details. 

“T want to follow those through to 
the very end,” said he, “and find 
out who is responsible, in order that 
i; can punish the guilty ” 

Although more than one million 
raen are under arms in this country, 
Paker said, the number of com- 
plaints reecived have been relative- 
ly small, probably not more than 18. 
In each instance, he said, investiga- 
tions have been made immediately. 

Corrections Made. 

Some reports, the Secretary said, 
have not proved serious upon in- 
quiry, while others had, In which 
case. corrections followed. 

In the case of the body of an of- 
ficer who died at an aviation training 
school being shipped home in a 
sheet, Secretary Baker,.said, inquiry 
developed that the camp was in 
charge of a British aviation officer, 
who followed the British method of 
sending bodies home unclothed, the; 
man’s clothes being shipped in a sep- 
arate parcel. An American officer 
was then put in charge. 

Another complaint of neglect of a 
patient at Camp Wheeler, he said, 
developed.that it was unjustified and 
resulting from the “distressed imag- 
ination of the widow.” 


investigated, Baker said. 
Baker told of investigations which 
‘resulted in discharge of Lieut. 


Dye for neglect of patients. The 
Judge Advocate-General advised 
adding a prison sentence to the dis- 
missal, and that is being considered. 

“The department sets its face 
against that sort of callous disre- 
gard of soldiers’ health,” Secretary 
Baker said. “I want doctors and 
the country to know that their lives 
and welfare. are a responsibility 
which I will not permit to be dodged 
or nandled in a cavalier fashion.” 

While camp commanders are held 
responsible for health conditions, 
Secretary Baker said, the Surgeon- 
General's office has daily inspections 
and he has appointed Dr. John A. 
Hornsby, a hospital expert, as his 
personal inspector. A telegram from 
Dr. Hornsby regarding camp condi- 
tions Senator Chamberlain assailed, 
disclosed them as “greatly im- 
proved,” with mortality reduced and 
“ample ae a iS for all 
sick.” 

Secretary Baker read a letter from 
Mrs, 
writer, who has a son in the service, 
commending hospital conditions she 
recently inspected. Mrs. Rinehart 
said she was impressed by Senator 
Chamberlain’s “tragic letters.” 

“Number of Cases Small.” 

“But I, feel the mothers of the 
country should know,” wrote Mrs. 
Rinehart, “that the number of such 

zases is small. It is cruel to allow

A CHAUTEAU IN FRANCE 


Red Cross Women in Charge of 
Rest House for Men Who 
Become Ill or Nervous.

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Jan. 22.—American 
aviators who are injured or fall in 
the course of their training or the 


large number who become affected , 


with the twin maladies to which air- 
men are susceptible—jumpy nerves 
or staleness like the athletes—will 
be able to recuperate in a beautfiul 
French chateau, nicknamed “Bliss 
House.”’ 

For this they*can thank the gen- 
erosity of a Frenchman, the owner of 
the chateau, and the energy of the 
Red Cross women who are conduct- 
ing the canteen at the principal avia- 
tion camp. The owner, impressed 
by the fine work of the women, of- 
fered the chateau free for use of 
American aviators until the end of 
the war. Miss Irene Given Wilson, 
the New York woman in charge, ac- 
cepted the offer and plans are now 
completed for making it a rest house. 
The chauteau is four miles from the 
camp. 

“Rliiss House” is only one manifes- 
tation of the expansion of the can- 
teen, which was the first the Red 
Cross established with the American 
forces. At Christmas time the can- 
een oecunied only one barrack 


building, but it is now occupying 
seven at the main camp and the out- 
lying avifition fields are clamoring 
for cafeterias for enlisted men. These 
institutions have been so successful 
that others have been established for 
officers and cadets, while the recre- 
ation room has been particularly 
popular. 

Mending is the high climax to 
which the loyal women have been 
brought by their patriotic experi- 
ence. The same women who not 
long ago had maids to do their own 
mending are now darning socks and 
patching the breeches of the soldiers. 

Great enthusiasm has been caused 
by the installation of a bath house 
with hot and cold showers.

Archbishop Glennon Acts in Dispute

Archbishop Glennon has an- 
nounced that he will enforce strictly 
the general church laws and the dio- 
cesan statutes against-the sale of 
liquor at church fairs and festivals, 
and against the holding of such fairs 
and festivals on Sunday. Following 
a police controversy over the alleged 
sale of beer on Sunday at a festival 
for St. Ambrose’s (Italian) Church, 
in December, the Archbishop has 
sent to the pastor of St. Ambrose’s 
church a notice as to these rules. He 
adds: 

“The church sustains and will 
maintain with all its authority the 
Sunday closing law, as not only just 
and fair in itself, but as highly com- 
mendable from a moral standpoint. 

“We will not permit, but will, on 
the contrary, punish with proper cen- 
sure the violation by any pastor or 
church, or church society that in any 
way lends itself to the violation of/

war cross for carrying wounded while 
under fire. He was a _ student at 
Washington University and left St. 
Louis last May with a company of 
fellow students, serving until Nov. 15, 
when he was discharged. 

William Dock drove the same am- 
bulance which his elder’ brother, 
George, drove before enlisting in the 
aviation corps. George was awarded 
the war cross Sept. 17, 1916. 

Dock yesterday told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter of his experiences in 
France. “We were divided into 
shifts, each serving 24 hours without 
relief,” he said, ‘‘and were sent to 
dressing stations near the front-line 
trenches. My station was near Hill 
304, and occupied the same spot that 
a German first line had held but a 
few weeks before. The trenches, 
however, were entirely destroyed and 
were nothing more than a series of 
filled-in shell holes.

“The first few weeks things were 
pretty heavy. I had been reading 
books about ambulance drivers in 
which the hardships and adventures 
were exaggerated, but the first few 
weeks were almost as bad as the 
books pictured, and I thought it 
would always be like that. Later the 
work was nothing but routine. 

‘We had to drive along narrow 
roads at night, often without any 
lights. At first I could not see my 
way and had a queer sensation of 
just floating along. Then I became 
accustomed to the dark, and could 
see the road stretch ahead like a long, 
white ribbon. I ran into shell holes 
several times, but at these times I 
was not carrying wounded, and just 
yelled for help until a couple of 
Frenchmen would appear and lift 
the car out. . . 

“When off duty we were stationed 
in wooden barracks or private houses 
in the villages. Almost every house, 
I noticed, had signs on the doors 
reading, ‘Shelter for 20 men.’ I did 
not know why the men should want 
shelter until the village was raided 
by German airplanes. Then I knew. 
The German planés raid the villages 
often, and follow the roads. We can 
tell where they are by the luminous 
bullets which they use in their ma- 
chine guns. Every fourth bullet is 
an incendiary bullet, and leaves a 
trail of fire behind it. On moonlight 
nights the raids are frequent. The 
roads can be clearly seen, and mov- 
ing objects on them look like black 
spots, and make good’ targets. The 
Germans are on the lookout (for 
transports, and are careful that they 
bomb everything, ambulances in- 
cluded. 

Saw Hospital Bombed. 

“Once I saw a plane attack a hos- 
pital a short distance from where we 
were stationed. There were about 
nineteen persons killed, and the Ger- 
mans escaped. Once they thought a 
hospital was too close to an ammuni- 
tion depot, so sent warning that it 
should be removed or they would 
bomb it. The wounded were trans- 
ferred and ambulance drivers were 
stationed in it, and several days later 
it was bombed, but no harm was 
done. 

“When we feared an air raid we 
would sleep in the fields, and when 
the planes came would watch them 
bomb the building that we were sup- 
posed to be in, but they never hit it. 
I once saw a German plane several 
miles behind our lines, making ob- 
servations. The pilot was evidently 
not on the lookout, for a small 
French plane attacked it from above. 
The German plane fluttered to the 
ground without firing a shot, and the 
two men in {ft were killed. 

Was Close to Bursting Shell. 

“Shrapnel or bombs often burst 
near us, but none of us has ever been 
hurt. I was once standing near my 
ambulance talking to a friend, when 
I heard a shell hit very near. Then 
I heard eomething pattering on my 
helmet. I thought I had been hit, 
and turned pale, but my friend only 
laughed and seemed to be enjoying 
a great joke. I wondered what hu- 
mor thére was in standing next to a 
mortally wounded man, and I turned 
around. I found several other am- 
bulance drivers pelting me with peb- 
bles. They play jokes on all new- 
comers. 

“On our return trip we spent five 
days in the submarine zone, after 
which we turned around and went 
back to France. After a short stay 
we spent five more days in the sub- 
marine zone, each of us standing 
watch for several hours. We saw no 
submarines on 6ur trip across.”

| COLUMBIA, Mo., Jan. 29 (Spe-

Members of 
the company incur no obligation ex- 
cept the payment of a fine of 25 
cents, voluntarily imposed, for each 
absence from drill. Money so col- 
lected goes to the Red Cross.

G. A. W.—One who has lived 
in Mexico gives the Boston Traveler 
this recipe for Mexican chile con 
carne: Fof 6 persons get 2 pounds 
round steak, have it put through

Secretary Baker’s 
long, yet condensed, statement must be read to 
appreciate the extent of the task and the marvel 
of its accomplishment. 

The question of preparedness before the war 
must be laid aside. We were not prepared. No. 
republic is ever prepared. The question of mis- 
takes, delays on account of necessary changes, 
decisions requiring investigation and deliberation 
and disappointments may be laid aside as frankly 
admitted. The vital questions are these: 

1. Did the President, his Secretary of War and 
their aids realize fully their stupendous task and 
the necessity of speed and efficiency? 

2. On the whole, have they and their organiza- 
tion met fair expectations of speed and efficency 
in performing the task? 

3. Have they had open minds, ready to recog- 
nize mistakes and to correct them; willing to 
utilize suggestions and criticism and to profit 
by them? Have they tried honestly and intelli- 
gently to eliminate the causes of mistakes? 

It is impossible to read Secretary Baker’s can- 
did statement of the methods and the work of 
his department without giving an emphatic 
verdict in its favor in these vital points. Those 
who conspired to discredit the administration, 
particularly the War Department, are themselves 
confounded and discredited by the revelation of 
what the department has done and how it has 
worked. 

If, however, it is wise now to inform the people 
concerning the war wor of one department, in 
order to answer partisan and misleading accu- 
sations, would it not be wise at all times to take 
the people into the confidence of the administra- 
tion and let them know practically what is being 
done to assure the success of our great undertak- 
ing? Details that would help the enemy may be 
concealed, but the methods and actual achieve- 
ments of the administration might with great ad 

vantage be made known to the people who are 
profoundly interested and upon “whose support, 
co-operation and contributions success in the war 
depends. Thus partisan conspiracies may be 

checkmated and public confidence assured. 
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SECRET DIPLOMAOY. 
The installments of the texts of secret war 
treaties, made public by the Bolskevik Govern- 
ment and printed in Sunday’s and Monday’s Post- 
Dispatch, emphagize President Wilson’s peace 
condition that, ifi futhre, only “open covenants of 
peace, openly arrived at,” shall take the place 
of these plottings among diplomats. 
Without the knowledge or consent of their peo- 
ples, these documents show a little coterie of men, 
at the various capitals, like spiders at the centers 
of webs, coolly parceling out vast territories and 
deciding the fate of millions of human beings in 
advance, 
That wars must be encouraged by such dealings 
is obvious. And that open diplomacy and public 
covenants, made by the peoples themselves, wil! 
discourage misunderstandings and conflicts, is 
equally obvious. The day of secret diplomacy is 
past. It has worked infinite mischief. No demhoc- 
racy hereafter will permit it. 
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GOOD ROADS AND WAR. 

The National Good Roads Congress will meet 
with the members of the National Road Builders’ 
Association in this city Feb. 4-7. 

While even the matter of better highways and 
more highways must be subordinated to war 
needs, public interest in the problem of good 
roads ought not to be suffered to decline. Specific 
ways in which road-making may directly contrib- 
ute to war making by lessening the strain on the 
railroads and relieving the congestion at large 
shipping centers will be seasonable topics for 
discussion at the convention.

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CITY HALL EVASION. 

The resolution of the Central Trades and La- 
bor Union went to the point of declaring that 
“their officials oaths and every consideration of 
duty and honor require” Mayor Kiel and the 
Board of Aldermen “to protect the people’s in- 
terest in the framing and approval of such legis- 
lation,” referring to the United Railways stock- 
jobbing compromise. 

The union was entirely right in warning the 
Mayor and the Aldermen that “they will be held 
jointly and severally responsible for the adoption 
of this or any like bill and for the attempt to 
evade their duty and sade aan ime by resorting 
to a referendum.” 

The municipal administration cannot evade re- 
sponsibility for dereliction of duty and betrayal 
of the people by adopting a bad bill and then 
sending it to the people. The people are not to 
be deceived by such cowardly evasion, nor are 
they duped by the scheme to have the Dill ap- 
proved in a referendum vote through the work 
and votes of the political organizations controlled 
by the political tools of the United Railways. 

But holding the Mayor and Aldermen to strict 
accountability for their action, the people ought 
not to permit their betrayal of public to private 
interests to stand. The people should see that 
no street railway franchise which fails to protect 
the public and provide for good service shall be 
granted.

The total elimination of cakes and ples that 
require wheat flour and’expensive butter and eggs 
would not be too great a sacrifice to make in 
order that our allies might have husks of bread. 
Americans will find the question of providing 
our allies with bread will be comparatively simple, 
despite the shortage of the domestic wheat crop, 
if we use judgment and avoid waste of all kind.

What he prints now is subject to the most drastic 
censorship in Europe and to the regulations and 
penalties of martial law, besides. Repeatedly dis- 
ciplined, he goes on addressing appeals and argu- 
ments to the German people, which, we may be- 
lieve, would bring permanent suppression ta any 
other publication of the country and long impris- 
onment to its editors. 

Of course, it may be that in permitting him the 
latitude it does, Prussianism has ulterior designs. 
It may be desirable, for the purpose of testing 
sentiment and creating an illusion of free ex- 
pression, to have one channel for communicating 
views radically. at variance with Prussianism’s 
purposes. But it is evident that every time he is 
given an inch by authority, Herr Harden takes 
an ell in unauthorized latitude. | 

What the effect is and how much following he 
has, we have no means of knowing. But his evi- 
dent reliance on those ancient forces of sound 
journalism, courage and truth telling, has its in- 
struction for members of a usefu) profession |’ 
everywhere, and, despite great handicaps, cannot 
be without appreciable results. 

The latest number of his paper wil! add to his 
reputation. He prints, for the first time in Ger- 
many, he gives us to understand, the complete 
report of the late utterances of Mr. Wilson and 
Lioyd George on allied war aims. He accompa- 
nies it with brave comment that must be most 
offensive to his masters. He even touches on the 
sorest of points in his reminder that Austria had 
almost reached a settlement with Russia in 1914,/ 
when Berlin forced a war. 

His description of the “unbridgable abyss” that 
will open betWeen Germany and the rest of the 
world, if a reasonable peace is now refused and

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These imitation trenches, or 
trench models, were well guarded 
from observation by numerous allied 
planes which constantly circled 
above them. No German areoplane 
could approach within observing dis- 
tance. A restricted area was main- 
tained and no civilian was allowed 
within three miles, so we felt sure 
that we had a great surprise in store 
for Fritz.’ 

When we took over the front line 
we received an awful shock. The 
Germans displayed signboards over 
the top of their trench showing the 
names that we had called their 
trenches. The signs read “Fair,”’ 
“Fact,” “Fate” and “Fancy” and so 
on, according to the code names on 
our map. Then to rub it in, they 
hoisted some more signs which read, 
“When are you coming over?” or 
“Come on, we are ready, stupid En- 
glish.’’ ' 

It is still a mystery to me how 
they obtained this knowledge. There 
had been no raids or prisoners taken, 
so it must have been the work of 
spies in our own lines. 

Three or four days before the big 
push we tried to shatter “Fritz’s 
nerves by feint attacks, and partial- 
ly succeeded as the official reports 
of July 1. show. 

Although we were constantly 
bombarding their lines day and 
night, still we fooled the Germans 
several times. This was accom- 
plished by throwing an _ intense 
barrage into his lines—then using 
smoke shells we would put a curtain 
of white smoke across No Man’s 
Land, completely obstructing his 
view of our’ trenches, and would 
raise our curtain of fire as if in an 
actual attack. All down our trenches 
the men would shout and cheer, and 
Fritz would turn loose with machine- 
gun, rifle and shrapnel fire, thinking 
we were coming over. 

After three or four of these dum- 
my ,attacks his nerves must have 
been near the breaking point. 

On June 24, 1916, at 9:40 in the 
morning our guns opeend up, and 
hell was let’ loose. The din was ter- 
rific, a constant boom-boom-boom in 
your ear. 

At night the sky was a red glare. 
Our bombardment had lasted about 
two hours when Fritz started reply- 
ing. Although we were sending over 
10 shells to his one, our casualties 
were heavy. There was a constant 
stream of stretchers coming out of 
the communication trenches and 
burial parties were a common sight. 

In the dugouts the noise of the 
guns almost hurt. You had the same 
sensation as when riding on the sub- 
way you enter the tube under the 
river going to Brooklyn—a sort of 
pressure on the ear drums, and the 
ground constantly trembling. 

The roads behind the _ trenches 
were very dangerous because Boche 
shrapnel was constanly bursting 
over them. We avoided these dan- 
gerous spots by crossing through 
open fields. 


One Shell Kills 10 Men. 


The destruction in the German 
lines was awful and I really felt sor- 
ry for them because I realized how 
they must be clicking it. 

From our front-line trench, every 
now and again, we could hear sharp 
whistle blasts in the German trench- 
es. These blasts were the signals for 
stretcher bearers, and meant the 
wounding or killing of some German 
in the service of his Fatherland. 

Atwell and I had a tough time of 
it, patrolling the different trenches 
at night, but after a while got used 
to it. 

My old outfit, the Machine Gun 
Company, was stationed in huge ele- 
phant dugouts about 400 yards be- 
front-line trench-—they

For the sea-lion 
pupil will not ‘work’ unless he re- 
ceives his daily portion of five 
pounds of fresh fish, doled out piece 
by piece as a reward for doing this 
or that trick. 

“And it is a remarkable fact that 
in training these animals and in 
leading their public pnerforrnances, 
trainers seldom use the whip very 
vigorously. They have come to know 
the character of the sea-lion —tem- 
peramental, extremely jealous and 
moody. Coaxing and intimidating 
are the only methods they use; the 
use of actual force. usually defeats 
its own purpose. A sea-lion just 
craves to be petted. When he bites, 
you feel it for a week. You have te 
be a diplomat when you converse 


with sea-lions.’’—February St. Nich- 
olas.

‘* American Woman's Place in the World Will Never Again Be the Same if 
Germany Is Allowed to Win This War,’’ Says Miss B. 
Bennett Burleigh, War Correspondent.

She Has Been Playing a Four- 
Year Game of Hide-and-Seek 
With the Germans — Often 
Risked Life to Penetrate 
Their Lines.

oh ME prestige of the American 
woman depends on the de- 
feat of Germany. Her 
place in the world will never be the 
same again if Germany is allowed to 
win this war. The backbone of the 
Anglo-Saxon peoples is respect for 
women; the backbone of the Ger- 
mans is contempt for women.” 

The speaker was Miss B. Bennett 
Burleigh, the first woman war cor- 
respondent to go to the front and 
the only one I know, of either sex. 
who almost at will has dodged in 
and out of the German lines in the 
western theater of war. Miss Bur- 
leigh’s father, the late Bennett Bur- 
leigh, was one of England’s greatest 
war correspondents, and his mantle 
seems not to be slipping off the 
shoulders of his daughter. Incident- 
ally, he served throughout the Civil 
War. 

Now Miss Burleigh is paying the 
United States her first visit, as a sort 
of furlough after four years of war. 
During that time she has crossed the 
channel 16 times, the first occasion 
being three days after the declara- 
tion of war. She has slipped bagk 
and forth, in and out, through. the 
German forces in Belgium, going un- 
der fire times without number and 
taking the most incredible risks. She 
even carried a small camera with 
her on most of her trips, and has 
brought some remarkable slides to 
show with her lectures in this coun- 
try. 


MET her when she landed in 

New York. I found a tall and 
decidedly pretty young girl, with 
cheeks rosy above her fur collar, 
black-lashed, blue eyes and plenty 
of soft, dark hair. “I am a Scots- 
woman, not an Englishwoman— 
there is a difference,” she told me 
smilingly. Then in answer to my 
questions she described simply and 
with an almost boyish zest some of 
her remarkable adventures. 

“T had been working for the Lon- 
don Telegraph,” she said, “and when 
the war broke out I wanted them to 
send me to Belgium. They. wouldn’t 
take the responsibility. ‘Very well,’ I 
said, ‘I’ll find someone who will 
send me.’ I did. Three days after 
the war was declared I was in Bel- 
gium. 

“Our train stopped 20 or 30 miles 
outside of Brussels, so I walked the 
rest of the way. I stayed there, 
seeing what I could of the guerilla 
fighting, until we all had to leave. 
I departed at midnight, arriving in 
another Belgian city at 1 in’ the 
morning. All the hotels were full, 
but I finally found shelter in a lit- 
tle inn.” 

Then Miss Burleigh had a pre- 
monition tha* this town would be 
shelled, so she slipped out of it— 
and sure enough, it was shelled an 
hour after her departure. After 
obtaining many stories from refugees 
she went back to England, but re- 
turned almost at once. Her train 
was held up and searched by Ger- 
man officers, so she “slid off,” to 
use her own expression, and once 
more set out to enter Brussels on 
foot. She found herself in the midst 
of some 80,000 German soldiers, 
thrown out loosely around the city. 


66 OW in the world did you es- 


cape capture?” I asked. 
“T was as inconspicuous as pos- 
sible,” she smiled. “I wore sober 
clothing and just mixed myself up 
with the refugees. When German of- 
ficers stopped us I let other people 
do the talking, and when I had 4 
chance I just melted off the edge of 
the group. I made detours to avoid 
sentries.

You see, my father had died 
only a month before and—well, 
nothing seemed very much worth 
while. The honest truth was that I 
didn’t care if I never got out. I sup- 
pose that’s why nothing really bad 
happened to me.’ 


out of Brussels, after getting 
into it, and her next exploit wag to 
go to Mins, where she had heard the 
Germans were keeping some En- 
glishmen in a_ prison hospital. 
Through the kindness of a Belgian 
woman she obtained adniission to 
the hospital and found very bad con- 
ditions. 

‘They wouldn’t even give wounded 
Englishmen a glass of water,” she 
told me indignantly. “They were 
kicked and abused. Do you know 
that I saw a village which had been 
burned to the ground—why? Be- 
cause some of the inhabitants had 
ventured to offer water to badly 
wounded English soldiers as they 
passed through.” 

Certain Germans who also were in 
the hospital, ‘“‘peached"’ on Miss Bur- 
leigh, and she had to hurry away 
while the authorities were sending 
out men to capture her. She doubled 
ard twisted through the country, 
walking most of the time, and at the 
end of 20 hours she reached safety 
in a city exactly one hour away by 
train. 

She helped to get the wounded and 
the Red Cross workers out of Blank - 
enberg, just outside of Bruges, be- 
fore occupation by the enemy. 

“I myself escaped with some of 
the nurses and one or two officers in 
a. little 10-foot sailboat,”’ she told me. 
“As we went down the coast toward 
Dunkirk, aeroplanes tried to drop 
bombs on us, and soldiers on the 
shore took potshots. For five days I 
had nothing to eat.” 


éé A ND were you ever arrested?” 
I queried. 

“Once by my own people,” she 
laughed. “But all I had to do was 
show my passport. I carried it sewed 
under a little bow in my hat. 

“T have visited the men in the 
trenches in France several times, in- 
terviewed them, finding out what 
they think about the Germans, tell- 
ing them what I think.” 

“And what do you think?” I asked. 

“They are beasts, consistent 
beasts,” she answered tensely. 

“Do you know that there is a hos- 
pital in France filled with 1500 young 
girls, between the ages of 14 and 18, 
who are going to have babies with 
German fathers? I myself found a 
slittle girl, 14%, driven absolutely in- 
dane by the treatment she had re- 
ceived. I saw a wounded English 
soldier who had been separated from 
his company and heard screams. He 
went to investigate, and through a 
window saw a woman stripped and 
bound with 16 German officers stand- 
ing about her. There was no one 
whom he could call, so he simply 
emptied his gun through the window.

England Considers War Bond 
Lottery. : 

T Was recently suggested in Great 

| Britain that keener interest in 

issues of war bonds might be 
aroused if a sporting chance was 
added by offering the securities in 
the form of a lottery. The history of 
lotteries was looked up to prove that 
they once were a legal and proper 
way of raising money. 

Many Londoners were surprised to 
learn that two of the city’s land- 
marks, the British Museum and the 
Westminster Bridge, owed their ex- 
istence to funds secured in this way. 
More than 150 years ago Sir Hans 
Sloane died, leaving a remarkable 
collection of works of art, a library 
of 60,000 volumes, manuscripts and 
historical material. He had spent a 
lifetime and a quarter of a million 
doliars in gathering these objects, 
byt offered them to the nation on 
condition that $150,000 be paid his 
family and a suitable building pro- 
vided to house the collection. So a 
lottery was authorized with 100,000 
tickets at'$15 each, two-thirds of the 
proceeds to be peid out in prizes, the 
remainder, about $500,000, to pro- 
vile the needed bullding. 

The same method, duly sanctioned 
by Parliament in 1736, was employed 
to raise money to build the Westmin- 
ster Bridge. One hundred and twen- 
ty-five thousand tickets at $25 each 
were sold, and the work started, but 
a second drawing was necessary be- 
fore the famous bridge was complet- 
ed. These are not the only Govern- 
ment lotteries recorded. In the time 
of Queen Elizabeth, when England 
was becoming a great maritime na- 
tion, money was raised by this means 
to fortify and improve British har- 
bors. | 

Europe, in fact, was lottery mad 
in the eighteenth century and the 
craze spread to the American colo- 
nies. As early as 1613 one was con- 
ducted for the colony of Virginia, and 
in 1720 chances were sold in Phila- 
delphia with a brick house as the 
prize. Yale, in 1750, and Harvard, as 
late as 1806, raised mongy by Ilot- 
teries.
